Intra-mural Program Needs Support 


Weather permitting, the 
mural program will begin next Tuesday with eight-man touch foot- 
ball being the first chapter of SSC’s new athletic activity. But foot- 
ball will not be alone in this intta-mural chapter, as teams in archery, 
volleyball, and tennis are planned to be assembled, with 
basketball also a good possibility. This, without a doubt, a good 
idea and should be viewed upon with interest by all sports-minded 
students. 

However, as stated before, the success of such a program does not 
alone lie with its formulaters, but rather with the groups planning to 
participate, and whether they intend to show up for each outing or not. 

The system will be based on the point system, with the winning 
team getting three points, and each team: to be awarded one point 
for fielding a team and showing up. To begin with, the teams enter- 
ing competition are the seniors, juniors, sophomores, and frosh, 

The main idea behind the current restriction of “class” teams, 
according to Dr. Aubrey Bates, is to get something started in the 
intra-mural direction, and then if sufficient interest is afforded by 
various students and groups, to eventually extend the program to clubs 
and organizations, provided that enough groups are interested in such. 

The program should be beneficial both to students and to the 
school as it affords all interested male students a chance to compete 
But how successful it will be depends solely on the attitudes and 
interest of the SSC student.
